London, Feb. 10. — Tlie Press Associa- 
tion this eveninp; sent oat a forecast of 
tlie Queen's speech which is [to be read 
to-iriorrow at the opening of parliament. 
It says that the speech is longer than 
usutil ; but that it docH not aniiouiice 
any sensiitional departures in jioliey. 
It opens with e.Kpressiug satisfaction 
tbtij Great Britain is at peace with all 
the great powers, and in referring to tlie 
Transvaal incident, recites the course of 
events rather than furnishes an indica- 
tion' of the outcome. There is a guarded 
allusion to the Yenezaelan question, 
there beinij no specific announcement 
made respecting arbitration. Ilefer- 
enceib, liowever, made to the pro.spectof 
II friendly uiuierstaiuiiiit; witli llie U. S. 
with regard to the Vene/.iiehui ilispulo. 
A suitatile refeience is aleo nuide to tlie 
depltjrable events in Armenia. The liono 
is esjireased that the reforms will bo 
carried out. Among the bills proposed 
will be an employers' liability measure; 
one providing for voluntary schools ; an- 
other touching upon the Irisli land law 
reform ; one for the relief of the agricul- 
tural distress, and one for the establish- 
ment of a board of agriculture in IrC' 
land. There is also a reference to the 
increase in'tlie naval defences, the out- 
lay for this "being understood to amount 
to XOi.'SOO.OOO. 

The I'.ritiHh Chartered South Africa 
Company issued a statement this even- 
ing to the eil'ect that the annual meeting 
of the organization was postjioned owing 
to the inexpediency of lioUhng it while 
the trial of iJr. Jameson is pending. 
Thf statement adds that tlie company is 
satisfied that although the chartered 
police will hereafter be controlled by the 
govqrnment, the position of the company 
is otherwise not affected. 

Tlic Jlaily News says tlie Liberals pro- 
pose to ask erplanations as to the X9,- 
500,000 which it is proposed to expend 
ou live first-class battleships, four iirat- 
claes cruisers, three seconcl'.dass cruis- 
ers, six third-class and twenty torpedo 
boaf destroyers. 

Tne' Birmingham Post, wlrich is' the 
or^ran of Mr. Chamberlain, secretary of 
statt> for the colonies, cleclares that the 
wh'Oe relationship of the crown to the 
Chartered South African CompaJiy may 
be revised, and that steps have been 
taken that no future administration of 
the coiujiany shall he in a position to re- 
peat the Jameson raid. 

President Kruger has notified Sir Her- 
cules Robinson, liovernor of Cape Col- 
ony, that he is willinc to visit JOnghuul, 
according to the suggestion of Rt. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, provided the sub- 
ieots of the proposed conference between 
biioself and Mr. Chamberlain are defin- 
itely settled beforehand, ^he trial of 
the members of the reform committee 
of Johannesburg was i«siinied to-day, 
having been adjourned over from Friday 
last. The examination of witnesses with 
reference to tlie funds of the National 
Union Hhowed that a kmk afcoiiiit had 
been opened in the name of h develop- 
ment syndicate by Colonel Rhodes, 
Messrs. ,lohn if ayes-Hammond, Phillips 
and Fitzpatrick. 

The Chronicle rejx'dts at ^'reat length 
Miia mi)rniiig for the benetit of ptirlia- 
ment, the replies re<;eived from letiding 
prelates, writers and politicians, in favor 
of its suggestion for a national petition 
to jiarliament for the establishment of a 
permanent tribunal of arbitration. 

The flying squadron has Bailed from 
.Spithaven for Berehaven, on the south 
coast of Ireland, whither the squadron 
had been originally ordered, but was dp- 
layed by the death of Prince Henry of 
JJattenberg. 

The Constantinople <-orresi)uiident of 
the I'aily News telegrajiliF to that p;ijier:

The Chronicle says that Sir Frederick 
Pollock, corpus professor of jurispru- 
dence in the University of Oxford, who 
was imtrusted by the government with 
the preparation ot the British ease in the 
Venc7Aielan boundary disjiute, has com- 
pleted the Venezuelan blue hook 
and it v.'ill probably be presentc<l to par- 
liament within ten days. " it is under- 
stood," eays the Chronicle, " that the 
government will make an important 
statement .to-night." 

In regard to the Venezuelan affair, a 
strong desice exists among the Liberals 
to meet the wishes of America. There 
are, bints, liowever, says the Daily 
New£< that although the fiadicals favor 
unlimited arbitration, the Liberal lead- 
ers arc liound b}' their own record and 
are unlikely to press this view. 

Thomas Sexton hasdeclined the cliair- 
manship of the Irish National I'^edera- 
tion, whicli was tendered him by the 
council of the Federation at their quar- 
terly meeting in Dublin on Sunday. Mr. 
Sexton has written to .Sir Thomas JOa-

MoNTiiEAL, Feb. 10.— (Special)— On 
Saturday evening Sir Charles Tapper 
addressed a great mass meeting in Wind- 
sor hall, which was presided over by 
Hon. G. A. IDrummond. The iiall was 
packed, and two hundred of Montreal's 
merchants and professional men occu- 
pied seats on tlic platform. 

Hon. Mr. Drummond outlined the 
four planks in Sir Charles' platform, or 
rather the work yet to be carried out by 
the Conservative party, as the Pacific 
cable, the fast steamship line, imperial 
trade and rendering justice to the Mani- 
toba minority. This, Mr. Drummond 
said, he would never cease to advocate. 

The Junior Conservative, Sir John 
Macdonald, the Conservative and the 
Cartier clubs presented a joint address 
to Sir Charles Tupper, wljo, thuugl) a 
little hoarse at the beginning, umde an 
admirable speech. After referring to the 
formation of Confederation .Sir Ohiirles 
proceeded to discuss the Blanltoba 
school question. He had taken his stand 
on the principle of equal justice to all, 
without respect to race or creed. (Ireiit 
applause.) He had stated his vi''Ws free- 
ly in the recent contest from liejiinning 
to end; he had approached neither 
priest nor prelate of any denosiination, 
and had nottheslightestcommunication 
direct or indirect with his friend Bishop 
Cameron. (Applause.) The clergy of 
all denominations hehiidfouudunited in 
favor of having justice done the miiioril v. 
Sir Charles said he had the greatest ob- 
jection to the coercion oi any jirovince 
or tampering with the autoiioiiiy of any 
province. The act of coiifcdi;ru!ioii 
clearly defined the duties and j)o\\\ts of 
the local legislatures, tuid luiving been 
one of the lathers of conl'cderatiou he 
would be the lust man in the world to 
lay his hand on the work of the constilu- 
tion or to tamper with it in any w'ay 
whatever. But, he went on, wiiile the 
question of education was placed i n the 
hands of the local legislatures, there was 
a marked exception, an.d it ^^as ju^ t ^ac(i 
a case aa had arisen npw. Sir Alexander 
Gait had written with his own hand that 
clause of the constitution which dealt 
witli this subject and that deuumded 
on behalf of the Protestant minority of 
tiuebec a guarantee that would prevent 
the rights of any mitiority, whether 
Protestant or Catholic, being in\'aded by 
a majority of a dill'erent kind. (Ap- 
lilause.) The constitution provided 
that in case the local legislature im- 
posed upon or took away the rights of 
the minority its jiower ctiased and it be- 
came a matter for ilie federal parlia- 
ment. Sir Ciiarles Tupper then pro- 
ceeded to pay a warm tribute to Premier 
Bowell ; than Sir Mackenzie, he declared, 
the Conservative party never had a more 
loyal supporter, 

LANDS FOR EDUCATION. ^ 

An Interesting Recommendation Sent to tbe 
Legislature Yesterday. 

" That the principle of settittii" apart 
jjublie lands by the provincial govern- 
ment for educational purjioses be ap- 
jiroved by this meeting " was a 
resohuion adopted at a meeting of the 
school trustees of this city and district 
last month. The matter had not before 
been generally discussed, and nothing 
more was heard of it until yesterday 
when the Lieutenant-Governor sent to 
the legislature a bill with that object in 
view- The title of this bill, as the mes- 
sage says, is " An act to provide a fund 
for educational purjioses by sale of pub- 
lic lands," The message will not be 
considered until to-day, and in the 
meantime the bill cannot formally be 
placed before the house. 

The proposition, it is understood, is to 
relieve the revenue of the oxjieniliture 
for educational purposes. Ten years 
ago tills was but $71,000;i n five years it 
had grown to ifl22,0U0, and last year's 
total was $189,000— a considerable bur- 
den upon the finances of the province. 
According to the plan to bo submitted to 
tbe house land warrants are to be sold 
at auction from time to time, to an ex- 
tent not greater than 500,000 acres in 
any one year, and the proceeds will 
form a fund to be drawn upon 
to meet the expenses of education an- 
nually voted by the legislature. These 
warrants will be for blocks of ItiO acres, 
to be located within a limited time after 
the purchase. There are to be probahlj' 
three classes of warrants, representing 
the several varieties of lands, for which 
tlie minimum prices suggested are $1 an 
acre for pastoral lands, $'^.50 tor agri- 
cultural lands, ami .fS for timber lands.

Vancouvkr, Feb. 10.— The Association 
of the Provincial Land Surveyors of 
British Cohimhia have liekl a inoeting 
in Vancouver and elected the following 
officers : rreaidcnt, J. F. Garden ; vice- 
president, R. E. Palmer; secretary- 
treasurer, J» H. McGregor, Victoria. A 
banquet was held at the conclusion of 
the meeting. 

Tliere is much excitement in churcli 
circles over the attempt of certain pro- 
minent citizens to throw everything 
•wide open liero on Sunday, and start a 
concert halh Tlie claim is that tlious- 
ands of dollars are lo.st every year by 
miners and fishermen, who go out to 
have a time. Certain members of the 
council are also, it is said, desirous of 
saving tliis money for tlie citizens. Tlio 
clmrches all strongly object to tlii.s 
movement. At Princess street iMetliod- 
ist church Rev. Mr. Baor put a resolu- 
tion to the congregation disapprovini: of 
the DJOvement. Seventy-live per cent, 
of the congregatiou stood up in favor of 
the resolution. The otlier churches and 
the y.M.O.A. are taking decided action. 

WESTMINSTER.

Mr. Merman will be manager of this de- 
partnaent. Mr. J. Danader and Mr. 
Johnson left last week for Montreal to 
purcliase for Messrs. Leiser & Hambur- 
ger tlieir spring stock o£ elothing. 

Lang Yung, a Chinaman, was crossing 
the millstream trestle at the Caledonia 
grounds, wlien being frightened by an 
approaching train lie jumped to the 
ground below, a distance of forty-two 
feet. He was discovered two liours after- 
wards badly injured, some of his ribs be- 
ing broken. He was sent down to the 
hospital at Victoria. 

It is reported tliat the coal from the 
E. & N. extension mine will be shipped 
to Departure Day, provided arrange- 
ments can be made with the New Van- 
couver Coal Company for the use of their 
Northlield wharves and loading facili- 
ties. Mr. Young has been succeeded by 
Mr. W. Chandler as managerof IheEast 
Wellington colliery. James E. Jordan 
has been appointed by Mr. Dennis Jor- 
dan manager of the Jordan mine — the 
deal with the Victoria company being 
entirely off. 

HIGH SCHOOL FEES.- 

'I'll TiiK Kditou: — -Vs a tuxpayer and u 
parent, I protest against tlie action of the 
board of tru.stees with respect to the High 
.■school, in reducing the number of teachers 
and lowering their .salaries. 

By lessening the statl' from four to three 
teacjiiers, which means enlarging each class 
to about fifty pupils— thelabor of the teach- 
er is increased and the amount of instruc- 
tion proportionately decreased. 

Nor can it bo expected that ai'.-overworked 
and underpaid teiiclier. -.vith no stimuhis iir 
encouriigeinenl, KJ do better, will perroriii 
his work otherwise than in a perlunctorv 
manner. Tlie proposed rate ol'Halarie.s will 
not be an inducement in the rutiiro for the 
best clas.s of teachers to oiler their services. 

In addition to this proceeding, which i.s 
so well calcidated to destroy tlie value of 
this school as a Collegiate Institute, for 
which it professes to bo intended, a fee of 
ten dollars a year is to be charged. Such 
being the case it was their duty to increase 
the elficiency of the school, not to iiupiiir 
or destroy it as they are now doing. For in- 
stance, with the amount exijected to be 
raised from fees, about $l,ri(KJ yearly, an 
additional teaclier could have licen" pro- 
vided, as in the easeof the Vancouver liigh 
school, there being live teachers with an 
average of twenty pupils to each class. 

When there was no charge for admission 
to the High school [except the revenue 
tax which still remains] one would be 
chary or making complaints, but now one 
looks for an improvement in the s.vstein of 
education rather than a I'alliMKolf in it, as 
will undoubtedly be the case if the changes 
proposed liy the board of ( rustees are carried 
into ell'ect. In lact, for all there is coiitaineil 
in the curriculum of the High school, 
no fee should be exacted, 'i'he amount of 
revenue obtained from fees — tlu- saving in 
which the trustees plume themselves — will 
be in the aggregate contemptible, not 
allecting or lessening the general taxes one 
iota. 

Although the proposeil fee may not ap- 
pear (excessive, yet to many it re)M-esents a 
heavy sum, cousei|Uently a large percent- 
age of pupils will be witlu.'rawn, anil an 
equally large number not be able to enler 
at all. Some ]ier.-ious look ujion thi.s last 
pliasc of the matter with favor, coinnlais- 
antly remarking, that it will have the edect 
of weeding out the school — nieaniM}; that 
the children in poor circumstances shonkl 
not have the benefit of a liigher education; 
rather let them remain "in that .'^tate of 
life into wliich it Iins pleased God to call 
them." If this is the aim of the 
trufltees, it. looks aa If it were near its ful- 
filment. They forget that the education 
of our children, the future citizens of this 
country should be paramount to every 
other consideration ; that they are enti- 
tled by riglit to a good sound education, 
that will lit them for the jiraclical duties of 
life, placing them on a jiar, at least, with 
those of other countries who have free 
schools. 

Jfany snbjocls, necessary to lit them for 
success in mechanical, mercantile or sea- 
faring pursuits, are not taught in the low 
school, aiid how numhers or elever, ambi- 
tious youths will - be debarred from these 
advantages on account of the limited means 
and inability of their parents to pay fees 
and buy the necessary expensive nooks as 
well. • 

By the way, what becomes ol the money 
that the trustees take away from the 
school V It does not go back (o the ratei)ay- 
er; his direct burden is not lessened. Dues 
it revert to the city treasury, to be expeiul- 
ed by the board of aldermen in some other 
way ■/ ,a divsrsion of school funds to another 
pui-po'se. ' , ■ . '

The Council of Public InRtruetion's 
Decision on the Suffsrestions 
of ihe Ti usteeo. 



Some of Thpm (iiantcd. But Others 
Not Cnnsitlerpd Advisable 
Just at Present. 



The Council of Public Instruction have 
considered and decided upon their reply to 
the deputtition of school trustees of Vic- 
toria, Westminster and Vancouver, who 
last Wednesday waited ujion the Minister 
of Education and laid before him sug,res- 
tions formulated at the conference of the 
trustees held last week. 

The suggestion that the school regula- 
tion.', lie changed so as to allow the reading 
of luiiniotiou lists in the schools to be tle- 
I'erred till alter the vacation, is granted by 
the council. 

In regard to the suggestion " that the ex- 
hibitions held lieretiiiore at the close of the 
term be abolislicil in all city schools," the 
council jioint out that every public 
school teacher last December was noti- 
fied by circular that at the iiublic 
examinations held at the close of each ses- 
sion the iiuiiils must be e.xaniiiied orally in 
at least i'liur or more of the siibiects tau'glit 
in the class. The teacher is allowed, how- 
ever, lo vary the exercises with exhibition; 
of singing, calisthenics drill, recitations or 
some such exercises, provided that these do 
not interfere with the viva voce examina- 
tions. Consequentlv, it is optional to do 
away with any of the exhibitions outside 
of the actual viva voce exaininatioiis. The 
public examinations as set forth by the 
statute must be held during the last week 
of each session on days lixed by the trus- 
tees. .\s to the time for holding the writ- 
ten exaininatioiis for entrance to the High 
school, the council decided that this must 
be determined by the ilepartment. 

As to the suggestion that the city school 
boards be allowed to regulate teaching 
hours in the tablet and lirst ))rinier divis- 
ions, the council decided that these classes 
may be dismissed at 11:30 a.m. and at 2:30 
11,111, for the year, instead of the provision 
iiithertoin lorce which makes the time for 
dismissing such classes at 15 p.m. from Oc- 
tober to April. 

In answer to the request to allow oiitioii 
in extending the suinnier vacations, the 
council have decided that the trustees may 
extend the suilinier vacation lo and inclu- 
sive of the lir.'^t Sunday in Septciiiher.Jiin >- 
vided the school has been kept open the 
number of school days in .July etitial to the 
number of days extension of the vacation 
in September. 

Thecotincil did not see its waj' to grant 
the rei|nest that (iermaii and 'Spanish be 
incluileil in the subjects taught in the High 
schiiiil. They consider that the number of 
subjects alrcaiiy taught is suflicicnt I'or the 
present. The council also declare that it is 
inadvisable in the meantime to make any 
cliange in the rules governing the length of 
teachers' engageinciits. 

The Minister of Kdiicatioii has expressed 
himself aa pleased to receive suggestions 
from the trustee boards relating to changes 
in the present school system calculated to 
make it more effective.

Fnblic School Trastpes .Asked to Be 
cotteider I'heir Estimates— Uoral 
Beform irritation. 



Tlic liOcnl Council of AVomen, at their 
■open yiMR'nil nuMiting yi'sti'rdiiy afternoon 
miller tlie jircsiilency of Jlrw. (jharlos Jliiy- 
wiird, iiavu earnest cousiJenition to a great 
variety of business, some Items of whicii 
were of more than passing interest to tli 
t,'eiier;il jnihlic. Tlie nmge oT the .subjects 
\v:is, too, a wide one, enibracuig the total 
prohibition question, economy in local 
educational aiTairs and moral reform in 
.Victoria. Each of these topics was vigor- 
ously debated, and on the majority tlio 
feeling of the many ladies attending the 
meeting was placed on record in unanim- 
ously iidopted resolutions. 

The liquor iiuestioii was lir.st dealt witli, 
the followinf; resolution deferred for con- 
sideration from the annual nieetin;; of the 
council being introdiici'd by Jfr.-). tSiddall 
and Mis.i Murray, a.s representatives of (he 
Local Pnion of L'liristlan lOndeavor: 

" Tiiat the Women's Council he asked to 
lake some active ste]js in llie dirc(Hion of 
having a more striugeiil liquor law i>iil in 
force in this province, esi)eeially regarding 
the separation of ih.e liciuor Inisiness in 
connection with the grocery business; and, 
also, tliat they use their in'lluenee in favor 
of the total aliolition of the li(inor trallic," 

The mover explained that slie s]joke for a 
number of atliliated societies in introducing 
this ii'';olutiou— soc'icl ies conlainiog in Vic- 
toria upwards of lUU Vouiil; iiieu and wono'ii 
banilc'l togetiier for the sn])i)ression not 
alone (d' liquor selling or drinking, but of 
tobactai using, card playing anil " anything 
of that form." Sli* 'warmly urged the 
adoption of the resolution, ditlering in 
opinion from the ruling of the chair that 
inasmuch as the other resolutions pre- 
sented at the annual meeting had been cuit 
of order — due notice not having been given 
— this could not be voted upon. 

After Mrs, .'siddall, Mrs. (iordoii llrant 
spoke at lengi h in l.ivor of the resolution 
and in opposition to the nsi' of liqiuir, which 
she held to be the cause of by far the great- 
er inirt of the crime ami misery of the 
world, .'^hc- held lliat prohibition should 
be obtained as soon as possible, if only as a 
simple matter of litmncial ecouomy; the 
total abolition of liquor spiling would close 
all jails and penitentiarie>i, for there would 
be no crinumils to occupy tliem, and would 
render vacant half the lunatic asylums. 
There would be no nu)re tramps aiid vag- 
rants, for the now objectionable and worse 
than useless classes .)f the community 
would be transformed into thrifty and iii- 
dustricuis citizens. These resnlts'had been 
achieved in Maine and would have been in 
Kansas had the authorities bent 
theuLselves to the carrying out of 
the law. Keceut disclosures in regard 
to Victoria's muaic halls showed, she 
said, that the associated evils could not e.x- 
i.-it without tlie liquor selling; nor would 
the places of sin that destroyed all that was 
good and loveable in those who frequented 
them, continue to exist if the power was no 
longer obtaiiud)le to derive eight cents jiro 
lit on a ten cent drink. 

Mrs. ''Iiai)iuau endorsed .Mrs. (iraiit 's re- 
mark.s. and referred to the drink bill of the 
c(juntry — nu)ney lost to productive enter- 
prise. The amount spent in drink would, 
she said, soon dispose of tlie labor problem. 

Mrs. fenkins held that no good was to be 
accomplished by debating the subiect, 
when a vote upon it had been ruled ■iul of 
Oi-der. 

Mrs. William Clrant placed herself on re- 
co-das being heartily in favor of the reso- 
lution and oppose<l to the legalization of 
tlie liqufir tratlic, whether or not the reso- 
lution Could be Voted upon. 

.Mrs. .\ndrews took a similar stand after 
qnotinu' interesting local statistics as to the 
inlluence of liquor in the jiroduclion of 
criminals. 

Though the resolution did not come to a 
vote it found general favor — manj- friends 
and no opponents. 

Mrs.M. .lenkins.in an interesting paperon 
women's work in connection with the V.M. 
(', A., referred feelingly to the im|>ortance 
of the sociiil fi'atnres of thisassociation and 
[lointed out tile res|)onsibility that rested 
upon the women of making the association 
a home in the best and truest sense of the 
Word I'or the many young men living here, 
and away from their owii fathers, mothers 
and sisters. Her paper was eminently 
practical and carefully prepared, showing 
deep research into the wants and disposi- 
tions of young men cast upon their own re- 
sources for aniuseincnt in a city of strang- 
ers. 

Next came tlie subject of ex])enses inci- 
dental to \ln- recent eli'Ctiou of s(diool trus- 
tees, with which the meeting grajipled for 
upwards of an leiur. The i;ouiieil, it will 
be remembered, brought out two camli- 
dates; yesterday it was reported that their 
expenses had been .flL.'jO. Mrs. William 
liraiit, who secured electi'io, had personal Iv 
paid the hill, but other members of ilie 
council thought that a wrong precedent 
was thereby created, and that the principle 
e.stablished of seeing the candidates through 
should be lived up to. As a result half a 
dozen resolutions were presenteil, one of 
which aimed to meet the dilliculty by hav- 
ing Mrs. Crant donate theamouiLtof the 
exiienses to the council, so that the <-x- 
pense- might be paid in the nanu' of the 
nrg;)ni 'aii,,n and the principle lie thus pie- 
served intact. To this .Mrs. (irant objecteil ; 
she had paid the expenses, she said, anci 
preferred tliat the matter end there. To go 
through such a proceeding as was suggest- 
ed was, in her opinion, worse than child's 
play. I'ltiniately a collection o( $9 was 
rai.sed anioiie tlie ladies present and the 
presideni.-j (,f the alliliated societies were re- 
quested to obtain donations of ca.sh toward 
the election fund. 

The subject of the placing (jf a tuition fee 
in coiiiik'ctioii with the High school was in- 
ti-oiluctd tli'ougb a letter written to .M rs. 
liaker. the lady IJresideut , by Mrs. I'.ut^t'iiia 
O'Hrien, ami the debate at once became in- 
teresting. 

Mrs. Chaimian held that the imposition 
of this charge would press very hard lupon, 
a'jtn&st deserving portion of the community 
and would also largely increase thtf nilm- 
lierof unem))loyed boys and'gU-ls. She ad- 
vised !i petition in favor of the repeal of the 
fee. 

Mrs. Siddall thought that the rci-ent 
ilemonstratio;i of economy (ui tlic part of 
the schoi)l ooard was " the most disgraceful 
thing she had (ner heard of." Slie was 
ashamed ot' the trustees, but hoped that 
they would see their mistake and recon- 
sider their recent action. 
Kducation, she urged, made children, not 
only more, intelligent and therefore better 
citizens, but it decreased crime. 

Mrs. .Tenkiiis was strongly in favor of 
live education, and inovtMl for the appoint- 
ment of a special coniniittee to draft a pro- 
tcstagaiustttie inijiosilion of a High school 
luiticHi fee. 

Mrs, Mefireg.ir, .as an old teacher herself, 
thought that a greuler mistake had been 
made in tlie reduction of teacher.s' salaries 
than in till! adoption of a High school fee. 
.Slio was of the opinion that the High school 
privileges were liot , infrequently iibuseil, 
scholars being pushed up too quickly from 
the public schools. Personally she believed 
in the state giving the child a good com- 
mon scliool edueation ; if more was wanted 
let it be paid for. 

Only one other lady supported this view, 
holding too that thcv tcachera should not

ritiniately the feeling of the meeting was 
condensed in ihe appended resolution, 
liicli .Mrs. lioiilon (irant introduced and 
Mi-s. .<caife .^eeondeil ; 
'• Whereas, one depart nient of the work 
f tlie Woiiien's ( jniiieil is the sjiecial iii- 
■nsts of women and children; and where- 
s in N'icloria there are ,'! 1 teachers in our 
puldie sehnols who are wonieu ; and where- 
these teachers have had their salaries 
lowered to such an extent that niaiiv of 
the ni will not be able to support themselves 
and those ilependent upon them out of the 



ri'imineration which they will now receiv, . 
and whereas the jireseut cut in salaries 
will tend to lower the standarti of elliciency 
in our schools by some of our best lea(diers 
igning their fiositions, and all being less 
iiis]iireil to do their best; and whereas 
many of the members of this council are 
rateiiayers 111' the city : Therefore, be it re- 
solved, that this meeting send to the board 
of school trustees a jirotest against their re- 
cent action, and earnestly pray their hon- 
orable body to reconsider the estimates and 
give to the teachers the remuneration which 
their services merit; and to continue to 
give t he education allorded by the High 
school free to the children of Victoria as it 
has been in I he past. " 

Mrs. Oordon drantalso brought Ibt; (pies- 
tion of moral reform before tlie nieeiing, 
holding that it was tlu' dutv of the women 
of Victoria to strengthen the hands of Kev. 
Kaljdi W. Trotter in the work U|ion which 
he had entered. .She had a precedemt for 
such action in tlie course pursued by the 
women of New York in supporting Uev. 
Dr. Parkhurst. 

Jlrs, 11. Kent favored the endoraation of 
the principle involved ; of course oijinions 
would ditler as to the poiiev llev. Mr, Trot- 
ter had adopted. I'erson.ally she thought 
that his "revelations" sh'onlil not have 
been made to a congregation containing 
many yi-)Ung people, some of w hom at least 
were unaware ot tlie existence of places 
such as lie described. ,she was, however, a 
believer in niiinly purity, and thought that 
if Kev. Mr. Trotter would obtain and pub- 
lish the names of persons attending places 
such as he had described, good might be- ac- 
complished. 

Mrs. .^caifc ami .Mrs, William (Irant ad- 
vised that the ladies ]u-esent express sj-m- 
jiathy with the |H-incinle at stake, though 
the iiioeedure initrht be left alone. liev. 
.Mr. Trotter had ilone a very brave and a 
very noble thing, and it was not for the 
Women's (.'oiincil to call in ipiestion his 
iiietbods. 

The resolution as linally adopted read as 
follows: 

" We the members of the Woman's Coun- 
cil assembled tofrether in the city hall do 
adopt the following resolutions : 

•■ I. We believe that it is for the good of 
public morals that a blow has been struck 
against unmolested violation of law, and 
we heartily thank Rev. Kalnh \V. Trotter 
for his jjatriotic clforts in calling public at- 
tention to the llagrant violation of the 
same, and we pledge our symiiatliy and 
support to him in every ellbrt for the puri- 
ticarion of our city and the iirotectioii of 
our homos. 

" 2. We commend the yirompt action of 
members of the city council who have given 
notice of a motion asking for an investiga- 
tion of our police department ; and we earn- 
estly nray that our citv council may sus- 
tain the resolutiiui ami put tlieiiiselves cm 
reconi as unanimously in lavor of theen- 
fiocciiient of our laws, and t lia t t he in vesti- 
ration iiiav be made most thnrouudi. 

We'carnestly desire to direct the at- 
tention of our city council to the frei]uency 
of boys of tender years entering saloons, 
and earnestly hope that this shall be tor- 
liidden by the Victoria public morals by- 
la w. 

" I. We appeal to Ihe Women of Victoria 
and to the public generallv, and we jileilge 
to each other our best ehorts to compel 
tho~c in authority to honestly and earn- 
est Iv en force 1 he eriiiiinal law." 

Tlie ( 'ouneil then ailjoiiriied until Mon- 
day afiernoon. the '-'Itb instant, when two 
very important resolutions will be taken 
into coiisiileration. The lirst of these 
stands in the name of .M rs. ( ionloii ( i I'an t, 
anil is in the direction ol petitioning the 
legislature that seientilic tenijieraiice t iln- 
cation in the ]uib!ie schools be made com- 
pulsory. 

It is also proposed in the same resolution 
that the legislature be requested to enact a 
law prohibiting chililreii from being upon 
the streets at night. .Mrs. I ait, as rejire- 
seiitative of the \'\'.( '.T, 1'. , asks that the 
legislature be reonesteil to enact a law lor 
the proieciion of the rights of mai-icd 
women -first bv emniiiig that a widow 
shall always be entitled to one-third of her 
husband's estate, her right and claim being 
prior to any other oliligations ; and, sccoimI, 
that no mortgage or other ■similar iiistrii

THE REM E nr. 

The abBtract of the rumediiil bill now 
before Parliiuiient in our insuu of Sun- 
day shows that it reseinhloa very closely 
the Ontario school law, whicli is, on the 
whoU>, satisfactory to tho iiiluibitants of 

• that province of all creeds. lb ia, we are 
free to admit, unfortunate that the Gov- 
ernment of Manitoba allowed the mat- 
ter of the grievance of tho minority to go 
as far as it has gone. It vouUl have 
been much better for all concerned it 
they tliomselvea had undertaken to re- 
dress the grievance of the minority. 
This could have been easily done, and 
the federal interposition would have 
been unnecessary. But that Govern- 
ment have rejected all advances^ towi'rds 
a com))roiniBe, and have clioaen to treat 
the application to the Federal (.ioveru- 
ment as an attempted invasion of tht> 
rights of the Province. I5ut here is 
where they and their friends in the other 
provinces make a mistake. There has 
l)een no invasion of IManitoba's rights, 
and there will be no coercion. 

The Legislature of Manitoba has not 
the right to do as it likes in the matter 
of education. It has, by its own act, re- 
stricted its jurisdiction on that subject. 
It has in the federal compact agreed to 
give the denominational minority, 
whether Protestant or Roman Catholic, 
certain rights as regards education. This 
the Manitoba Government and Legisla- 
t\ire knew or ought to have known when 
the scliool law of 18i)0 was enacted, when 
they took irona the Koman Catholic min- 
ority rights and privileges which thej' 
had enjoyed for nineteen years. The 
minority, as it had a perfect right to do, 
appealed from the act of 1890 to the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council. The Govern- 
or-tieneral in Council, as was his 
duty to dci, heard that appeal 
and, as he also had power to do under the 
constitution, found that it was well 
grounded. Then, as the CJonstitution 
directed him to do, he requested the 
( iovernment of Manitoba to redress the 
i;rievance, and he afterwards submitted 
the Manitoba complaint to Parliament 
to be remedied, and suggested the reme- 
•dy. Every step in the whole proceed- 
ing has been taken strictly in accord- 
ance with the Constitution, as strictly 
and as regularly as any dispute between 
individuals is submitted to acourt of law 
for decision. The issue is a matter of con- 
tract, and however Parliament decides 
there is no coercion, no interference with 
the rights of the I'rovinco of Manitoba. 
It would have been better, much better, 

•as we have already said, for all concerned, 
if it had like many disputes between in- 
■dividuals, been settled out of court. 
But sitice it has been allowed to go to 
trial, it is most foolish and highly im- 
proper for either of tiie parties to com- 
plain of coercion or of uniiue interfer- 
ence. The Constitution creatcH and de- 
fines the rights of the province and the 
minority in this matter, and it points 
out the course to be pursued by tlie 
party aggrieved. When, therefore, 
everything has been done as the Consti- 
tution jirescribes, as has been the case in 
this IManitoha matter, who is juatifled 
in conipiaining of coercion? 

SIR RICHARD'S STAND. 

Sir Michard Cartwriglit is most tena- 
cious of his oi)inions. The Leader of his 
party way twist and turn on the trade 
(juestion, he may have a new policy 
every month, but Sir I'ichard t'art- 
wright adhere.^ to Ims i)ulii:y of unre- 
stricted recii)rocity with the I'liitcd 
States, lie com-agcously lu-cepts all the 
(•onscquences inv(jlved in the adoption 
(if tiiiit policy — the assimilation of 
(Canada's tariff with that of the United 
States and discrimination in trade 
against Great Bvitain. 

A few days ago while speaking on the 
Budget he had occasion to read from 
some of his old letters on the trade 
iiuestion. Here is how the Toronto 
lilobe relates the incident: "As it 
(!ame nearing six o'clock Sir Richard 
came to a sentence in his letter where it 
declared that the people of Canada 
looked for relief from the system of pro- 
tection to continental free trade or un- 
restricted reciprocity. Theie were niin- 
isterial 'hear, hears.' ' I stand by it, 
every word of it,' Sir Richard retorted." 

Tlje Finance Minister is too al)lo and 
too alert a debater not to take ad vantage' 
of this latest profession of Sir Kichard 
Cartwrighl's commercial faith. In his 
IJudget speecii he thus reminded the 
House oi the position which the flnan- 
cier-ln-ehief of the Grit party hafl taken. 
H.0 said : 

Thi hon. member IVuni South 0.\l"ord 
Sir Richard Cartwright--had cleared up 
all doubts of liis position but two days ago, 



when he Imd reiterated his political beliefs 

ot'i8;n. 

Sir Kichard Cartw right— 1892. 

Mr. Foster— One of bin beliefs is that free 
trade with the United States is of greater 
moment to this country than free trade 
with all the rest of the world, with the 
United States left out. i • ' 

Sir Uiohnrd Cartwnght — Hear, hear. 

Mr. Foster— No man knows better than 
my hon. friend that live trade v.ith the 
United States ia impossible witliout dis- 
crimination against the rest of the M orld 
(hear, hear), and lie'~lumaolf lias stated it 
again and again. 

It is importiint just now to know how 
Sir Richard Cartwriglit stands on the 
trade question. Ho is admittedly the 
leader of the ( hit party in all that re- 
lates to trade and finance, and the policy 
which he advocates will in all probabil- 
ity be the policy of his party if that party 
'm ever again raised to power. The 
Grits cannot afford to throw over Sir 
Richard, and if he is made Finance 
Minister he will be certain to have 
his own way. Mr. Laurier in matters 
financial would be a child in his hands, 
and there is no one in the party who can 
take Sir Bichard Cartwright's place. It 
is, then, safe to say that if Sir Richard 
has not abandoned the policy of com- 
mercial union and all that that policy 
involves it has not been abandoned by 
the Grit party. Mr. Laurier may skil- 
fully keep it in the background; he 
may hide himself behind some range of 
imaginary hills or may mask liis bat 
teries, but if the people should 
place him in a position 
which he considers concealment 
no longer necessary, he will come out 
into the open and let the world see what 
are his real aims, or rather Sir Richard 
Cartwriglit will do it for hini. 

Electors, therefore, must not forget 
that theado|)tion of the protective tarill" 
of the United States and discrimination 
in trade against Great Britain are still 
as they were iu ]8'.)1, the principal 
features of the jKilicy of the leadin 
financier and the ablest man of the Grit 

ENGLAND'S NATURAL ALLY. 

Tlie hatred of the English so generally 
felt, or at any rate so freely expressed by 
the people of the United States, is very 
far indeed from being reciprocated by 
the British. Although many Americans 
write and talk of Great Britain as a 
bitter enemy, whom it is the duty of 
all good United States citizens to de 
nounce and defy, Englishmen in gen 
eral speak and write of Americans in the 
kindest and most cordial way. They 
seem never for a moment to forget that 
Americans are their kinsmen, and that 
they iiave more in common vntb the 
than with the citizens of any other 
tuition. The origin of this friendliness 
is not in merely prudential consider- 
ations, for Englishmen Itelieve that 
Americans are, on the whole, under 
greater obligations to Great Britain than 
the British are to tlie United States 
Doth nations are, of course, as independ- 
ent as nations in this age of the world 
can be, but their relations are such that, 
if they were interrupted, the United 
States would be tlie greater biiH'erer. 
However tliis may be, it is certain that 
the great majority of Englishmen would 
like to see their country on the most 
friendly terms with the United States 
;Vn evidence of the partiality of English 
men for their cousins on tliis side of the 
Atlantic can be found in tin article that 
appeared in the London Spectator dur- 
ing the late crisis. Discussing the sub- 
ject of alliances the Spectator says : 

The Knglish would i)reler a perniaii 
ent alliance with the United States t( 
any other that could be suggested, and 
many of the wisest among them believe 
that such an alliance is among the cer- 
tainties of the future. The two coun- 
tries have no conllicting interests; they 
aie not divided eithi^r In- race, religion', 
or political ideals; and tliey have a pro- 
found reliance on each other's strengtli 
endurance and fidelity. The time, how- 
ever, is not ripe. The two nations iiave 
few common interests, they are divided 
by traditional antipathies wbicii pio- 
d 11 CO distrust, and one of them dislikes 
and repudiates the idea of being involved 
in European complications. Neither the 
antipathies nor the isolation ol 
the Union will last, America growing 
fast out of her se('lnsion ; but for tlie 
present she could offer us nothing 
cept neutrality, and with that we must 
perforce remain contented. That is 
enough to secure our lietirty good will; 
but for a working alliance available fo, 
the ne.xt few years, we shall be com 
i periled to turn elsewhere — that is, in 
j practice, either to Russia or France, or 
it may even chance to both. 

A permanent .illiance between Great 
Hritain and the United States maybe 
much neaier than the writer of the 
Sjiectator's article imagines. When 
tireat Britain and her colonies become 
more closely united than they are at 
present, when they form a federation 
like the United States themselves, it 
will manifestly be to the interest of the 
Ignited States to be on the best possible 
terms with the great English-speaking 
nation. The federation will be for com- 
mercial as well as for other purjioses, 
andthetireat Itepublic may Iind that 
trade coneideratiijiis alone wiU <iraw it 
into a close alliance with the Great 
British Empire. 

TIIE UNITED STATES SENATE. 

The Senate of the United States has 
lost its liigh reputation. It was once 
looked upon as one of the ablest, if not 
the very ablest, and tho purest deliber- 
ative body in existence, it discussed 
and deliberated upon great and impor- 
tant subjects in a manner consistiMit 
witii their greatness and importance. 
The decisions of the Senate were given 
on the merits of the questions before it. 
Sectional considerations had little weight 



with its members, and personal consid- 
erations apparently none at all.' The 
senators were men of uncommon ability 
and high character. 

Tho Senate of to-day may be said to 
be the opposite of all this, iNIen (Ind 
their way into it that are riiinarkable for 
nothing but iheii' talent for scheming 
and their want of principle. The old 
States, in which talent and integrity are 
appreciated, arid the Senators from which 
represent large sections of the iiopula- 
tion, are swamped by new' and thinly 
peopled States where men of culture and 
talent are scarce. Many of the Senators 
from these States are ignorant and cor- 
rupt. Some of them have bought their 
way into the Senate, and others have 
pushed themselves into that body by 
practising the arts of the demagogue. 
Being narrow-minded, unpatriotic and 
unintelligent, their only object is to ad- 
vance what tboy consider the interests 
of the section or the industry which they 
represent. The worst of it is, that 
each State having the privilege of send- 
ing two men to the Senate, the 
representatives of a few thinly 
[jcopled Stax's exercise an influ- 
ence wliolly disproportioned to the 
importance of the territory which they 
represent. Besides, the senators from 
these States are wholly unqualitied to 
exercise the influence they possess for 
the advantage of even their own sections, 
to say nothing of the country at large. 

It is imi)ossible for them to take a 
wide or a disinterested view of any 
([ucstion. \ late division on a most im- 
))ortant measure — tho free silver bill — 
shows that the balance of power in the 
Senate is held by five Populist senators. 
The division was :

Dr. Richard Morrison of this city i:re- 
ated quite a sensation in the i)uiet little 
city of Port Angeles a few days ago, and, 
according to both the Leader and the 
Tribune-Times, is at tlie present held in 
very light esteem hy all classes of the 
communitj'in conseiiueiice of the incident 
that caused all the coininotion. The 
doctor doesn't care to dis'CUHS the matter 
in detail; lie states simply tliat it was 
ail a joke and he regrets that his desire 
to have a little fun should have been so 
grievously misinterpreted. 

The misunderstanding, if such it was, 
develoiied out of a conversation wdiich 
Dr. Morrison had M'ilh Mr. M. ,1. Carri- 
gan, secretary of the Angeles Board of 
Trade, on the conclusion of the meeting 
of taxpayers and property owners held 
in the board rooms on the evening of 
January '28. The doctor was not ac- 
quainted with Air. Carrigan, but intro- 
duced himself and asked n private inter- 
view, which was accorded. 

He then explained, to quote the 
Tribune-Times, that he bad with liini a 
gentleman from San Francisco to whom 
he had represented tliat lie had coal on 
his Angeles land, for the purpose of 
making a sale. He proposed that Carri- 
gan should meet the gentleman, whom 
he would introtluce, and the next morn- 
ing take them out to the shaft or drill- 
bole iiiaile hist year and represent tliere 
was coal there iind that the coal was on 
the doctor's hind. Thereiiiioii tlie doe- 
tor could jiut a sale through to a San 
Francisco syndicate for flO,000 and he 
would iiay Carrigan ^5,000 cash. 

Carrigan, who had listened tliii.s hir, 
would listen no longer. He called iijion 
a friend to shut and lock tlie door ami 
then turned upon JJr. Morrison, ex- 
claiming indigmintiv, " 1 refuse your 
offer. 'Y'our proposition is a damnable 
and unpardonable insult, and for all the 
money ever coined I would not b<! in- 
duced to bo a party to such a swindling 
operation. Oijit. Bradley, Capt. Mor- 
risey, :\Ir. White, Mr. Banks and ]\Ir. 
O'Shaugluiessy, I call ujioii you gentle- 
I men all, to witness I denounce this man, 
I Dr. Morrison of Victoria, and 1 ex])ose 
I him and his proposition."' 

Dr. ."Morrison having, once again to 
i[U()te from the Tribune-Times, admit- 
ted that Carrigan had ex|)hiiiied the 
proposition correctly, hastily added, 
" Yes, yes — I made a mistake: \ made a 
mistake." From each and all jiresent 
came expressions of conteiiiiit, all 
directed against the Doctor, and when 
someone made the proposition, " Let's 
throw him into the bay," the Doctor 
moved toward the door. He was al- 
lowed to go, and as lie passed the door- 
keeper he offered to shake bands with 
that worthy, who promptly ])ut his 
hands in his pockets an<l remarked, " I'll 
not shakii hands with a cur."

Mr. Booth took ttie chair. at 2 p.m. 

Mr. Hunter presented the tliird re- 
port of the private bills committee. 
• Hon. Col. Baker presented a atiito- 
ment of the bonds deposited by provin- 
cial government oinployes. 

Mr. Smith iiitrodacyd ;i bill to luneiul 
the B. C. Soutlierii railway act. Read a 
drot time. 

Mr. Ivullie introduced a bill to incor- 
porate the Nelson electric liglit com- 
pany. Kead a first time. 

CARMAXAII POIST WIRE. 

Mk. Rithet moved: "Whereas u 
resolution is before this house point 
ing ont the urgent necessity for 
a vessel to render assistance to vessels 
and their crows in case of shipwreck 
on the west cuust of Vancouver island; 
and whereas in ortlcr to render such ser- 
vice of the t;reatest utility it is desirable 
that telegra])hic communication sliould 
be maintainetl with as little interruption 
as practicable; and whereas the tele- 
grapli line now existing between Vic- 
toria and Carmanah Point on the west 
coast of Vancouver island is maintained 
and operatetl by a private company, and 
communication is frequently iulerrupted 
for long intervals on account of the wires 
being down ; and whereas this service is 
one which is of the greatest public im- 
portance and necessitj', and might be 
made of greater utility and efficiency if 
managed and controlled by some ot the 
departments of the Dominion govern- 
ment at Victoria instead of as at pre- 
sent: He it resolved , That a respectful 
aiKlress he presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-* iDVcrnor s'cciuesting him to 
press upon the Dominion government 
the ilesiral)ility of jjlacing tue tele- 
graph line and service hetwceu \'ictoria 
and Carinaiuih I'uint under the direct 
management ami control (jf sonuulepart 
meni of the Dondnion government at 
Victoria, with a view to Us greater etli- 
cienoy and utility in the public interest, 
humane as well as commercial." The 
mover said he wished it distinctly un- 
derstood that he had no desire to inter- 
fere with the private rights of any com- 
pany doing business within the limits of 
the territoiy mentioned; his ol)ject was 
only to serve the public interest. There 
is no revenue to he derived out of tliis 
line to Carmanah Point, and hence the 
house will appreciate the necessity for 
having it under public control. The in- 
terests of tlio puljlic recpiire that so im- 
portant a service sliall be under the di- 
rect control of the government. It is ab- 
solutely necessary that if the line is to 
be of any use at all it sbnll be maintain- 
ed properly, and this will not be pos- 
sible 80 long as it is in the hands of a 
private company. In the Domin- 
ion government paid out over ;i;6,000 in 
connection with this service, which 
should have been amply sufficient tt> 
keep up the line. He took it for grant- 
ed that if the line comes under the con- 
trol of the Dominion government they 
will see it to be in their interest, as it 
will be their duty, to have it put in an 
eflicient state, and the connnunication 
maintained I)y the most economical 
route. He therefore moveii the resolu- 
tion ho had reatl, secondeil by the juiuor 
membor fur Victoria city. 

Hon. .Mm. Tckni'ii congratuhil!'(l tho 
mover upon his action in this matter, it 
being one of very great importance, 
especially to the shipping interests of 
Victoria. He agreed that the Dominion 
government should take hold of the line 
at once and put it in an efficient state. 

Mb. Cottox — Whose hands is it in 
now? 

Mti. Rithet — The Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

Hos. Cm.. J3.\Ki:it menti'-ned the acci- 
dent which occurred to the Warrimoo 
some nuiuths ago as an instance where 
prompt connnuiucation from Carmanah 
Point might have been of vital import- 
ance. .\ltL'r tiiat occurrence the Ad- 
miral liad informed him that it is very 
advisable to inform the senior otHcer on 
this naval station when a vessel is ashore 
4ind in danger, as one ot Her Majesty's 
.ships might if necessary go to the rescue. 

Mr. Cotton thought that the members 
on both aides would endorse the views 
uspressed in the resolution and by the 
mover, but before it goes to the Do- 
minion government hetiiought it should 
correctly state the facts. He referred to 
the asset tioii that the line i.s in tlie 
hands of a private company — tlie Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, for he believed 
that that company have nothing to do 
with the ex]H!nse of maintaiidiig the 
line. He sup|)os(!d some confusion iri 
this respect had arisen from the fact that 
tlie superintendent of the line to Car- 
manah Point liapjions to he the superin- 
tendent of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
telegrapli lines in this province, but the 
salary Mr. Wilson receives for this ser- 
vice is paid by the Dominion govern- 
ment, and the expenses of maintenante 
are paid by <lireet remittance from 
Ottawa. The only connec^tion theC.P.R, 
<'ompany liavo with the Carmanah I'oiiit 
service that as a matter of cciiivcni- 
ence the end of tho line in Vicdiria is 
run into the C.l'.K. oflice. 

Mn. Rniiin said he was perfectly 
aware of the coiuUtions which c.x'ist, as 
just Stated, and he recalled the fact, that 
he had informed tlie house that the ex- 
penditure bv the Dominion government 
on this line in 1.S94 was ^10,000. Never- 
theless, it is virtually under the control 
of the G.P.K. Company, and when any- 
thing is tc be done in connection with it 
application has to be made to them. He 
therefore thongtit that the resolution as 
it stood was perfectly correct. 

Motion agreed to, unanimously.

BAILWAY BELT LANDS. 

Details of the Aereement With the Dominion 
Laid Before the Legislature. 

The return laid before the legislature 
yesterday with respect to the settlement 
of the dispute between the Dominion 
and Provincial governments as to the 
titles to lands within the railway belt, 
contains little that was not made public 
at the time of the settlement. The 
terms formally proposed by the domin- 
ion were dealt with and a]>proved of by 
a committee of the executive council of 
British Columbia, who, on the Otli of 
December, 181)5, rejwrted recvJmmonding 
procedure to give elt'ect to the agreement, 
and among other things as follows : 

The iii'ovince shall by order in council 
make jirovision under which Dominion 
titles shall be registered in the laud reg- 
istry othces of tlie province, 

Tlie provincial government obtaining 
from Artliur Stiuihojie Farwell. tiiista- 
vus niinn NVri^ht, .Simon ,Iohn Tunstall 
and James K. Callhreath, tleorge liehuii 
Martin and .lames Charles I'revost ; 
Charles Ivhvard Perry, t-ieorge liyrnes, 
David MclC wen ICherts, .htines Jfclntosh 
(to whom grants had been issued by the 
])rovincir.l government on tlie Kith ,Tann- 
arv, 1S8.")), or their sucx-essors in title, 
releases and surrenders of the lands 
within the railway belt severally grant- 
ed to them, which releases and surren- 
ders sliall lie accepted by the Dominion 
government in discharge and satisfaction 
of the several judgmentu of the Ex- 
chequer court and the Supreme court of 
Canada and the costs thereof, and the 
Dominion government shall thereupon 
issue patents in fee simple to the parties 
named or their successors. The Provin- 
cial government to pay the T^ominionfor 
these .'fl per a(;re, t.he jMirclm.'.^e money 
already receive(i by the I'rovince. This 
arrangement is not to affect the Sumas 
dyke lands, which are to be conveyed by 
the Dominion to the Province as pro- 
vided by the act. The report to the 
above elTect was duly approved. 

"SNOHOMISH BOY'S" OWxYER. 

Judge Drake Decides That Frank Adams 
Has to Lose the Horse and Pav 
Oamhges. 

Amongst the spectators at the County 
court yesterday were a large number of 
horsemen, the interest centring in a 
suit to determine the ownership of the 
well known trotter .Snoiiomish IJoy. 
The suit was Lawry v. Adams. The 
plaiutilf's (daiin was tiiat he sent t^no- 
iiomish Boy over to Victoria in charge of 
one ,1. C. .Johnson, to be entereil for the 
races. The liorse was never returned, 
and was eviuitually found in the posses- 
sion of I'raiik Adams, of tliis city. 
Adams said he liad bought the horse 
fr(.)m ./(jhiison, believing him to be the 
owner at the time the sale was miide. 

The plaintill', C. L. Lawry, of .Sno- 
homish, the lirst witness, said he had 
bought Snohomish Boy from Tomlin 
Elwell, and produced a bill of sale to 
bear this out. Ue had last summer en- 
.gaged Johneon to train and race hini, 
but Johnson had no authority to sell 
the horse — wliiidi Lawry valued at 
^1,000. T. I'duell t;orroborated plain- 
tiH"s story of the sale. 

D. Mitchell stated that Mr. Adams 
consulted him about buying the horse 
from .lohnson, but as Johnson's price 
fell in one day from $600 to $.^75, wit- 
ness told .\dams there was something 
queer about it. 

It was proved for the plaintilf that a 
telegram had lieon sent Ijy Johnson to 
Elwell while negotiations were on for 
the sale to Adams, asking how much the 
liorse should be sold at. 

For the defence the defendant, F. 
.\dams, proved that he had bought the 
horse from Johnson for ^75. The horse 
had been passed througli the customs in 
Johnson's name as owner and , lohnson 
had trottefl the animal ns owner. He 
had not asked Johnson for the bill of 
sale fi'om tin; original owner. 

J. C. .lolmson swore that for tlirce 
yi!ars lu! had (■onii)let(! control of the 
iiorse. fie had agr(?ed witli I'dwidl to 
trot the horse and take half tlie proceeds 
and if he could sell the horse he was to 
have any excess over .'f250. Jle had sold 
the horse to Adams, as he had a right 
to do.

Uv.Mi Sir ; — 1 have the honor to ac- 
knowledge receipt of your letter of 5th 
inst., handing mo copy of a resolution 
passed by the municipal council in re- 
ference to the personal and income taxes 
to bo collected this year by the provin- 
cial government, and also suggesting 
certain ainendiiients to the iimiiicipal 
acts. These matters, it must be admit- 
ted, are! of very serious importance both 
to the goveruiiient ami to tlio city, and 
it seems to me that it will bo necessary 
for tlu! corporation to place me 
ill possession more fully of their rea- 
sons for asking same tlian is conveyed 
to me by the bare reaohition acknowl- 
edged, in order tliat any steps I niay 
take in the direction asked may be as 
effective as jiossiblo. 

I would therefore suggest that before 
anything further is tlune, a coiiimittec 
from your board should be appointed to 
meet the several members from the city, 
at as early a date as possible, for the 
puriMSe of considering the matters re 
ferred to. II. P. Ritiiet.

City I'higineer Wilmot ri^ported on a 
lumibi'r (It matters referred to him ut 
lasit mulcting, inchuliug the condition of 
the corner of Johnson and Wharf 
streets, and of Langley street. Laid 
over for the present. 

Tenders for PMpjilies for the old men's 
home were, without being opened, re- 
ferred to the home committee and the 
l)urchasing agent, to report. 

Several ratepayers on Market street 
petitioned to have it made passable, and 
referred back to a similar petition pre- 
sented five years ago. 

Alexander Macmillan and fourteen 
other residents of the vicini^of Stanley 
avenue jietitioned for a surface drain. 

W. 11. Kettle and eleven others asked 
for a drain on Henry street. 

John Lathorn and fifteen other rate- 
jiayers of Seventh street asked that it be 
niacadaniized and a box drain laid ; and 
reiniiuled the council that tliis is the 
third time of asking. This and the three 
preceding petitions were referred to the 
street committee. 

A routine report from the finance com- 
mittee was read and adopted. 

The cemetery committee recommended 
that permission be given to erect a heiul- 
stone sent out from England for the 
grave of a jroung man named Billings, 
interred there last March, notwithstand- 
ing that it does not conform to the regu- 
lations. Also thata part of the cemetery 
hitherto reserved for decorative pur- 
poses, but not so made use of, be cut up 
into lots. Adopted, -\ld. Partridge die- 
fieiiting from the latter part. 

The electric lighting committee re- 
commended that tenders be invited tor 
one gross of electric light globes.

The committee on the home for the 
aged and inlirin reported on the letter 
from Mrs.Walkem referred to them, that 
the enterprise there dealt with would be 
too great for private persons to under- 
take, and as it would eventually become 
a charge on the city they advised 
against assisting its establishment as 
proposed. They suggested, however, that 
an addition be made to the present home 
for old men where indigent women mny 
be received. Aid. Wilson stated that 
there are already two women in 
the building these charitable 
ladies have already securetl, and 
where some alteration.s are greatly 
needed to fit it for the jiurpose. He 
thought a coujile of hundred dollars 
might be given for this. 

Ai.i). II i Mi'iiuKY said when the sug- 
gestion made by the committee was 
mentioned to Mrs. Walkem, she said 
they would not lio to any expense for 
alterations until a decision was come to 
on it, but they might need a small grant 
for the support of the women already in 
tlieir charge. 

Report adojited. 

Tlie .street committee presented a 
routine report, wliudi was adojited. 

Ai.i). M.^itfiiA.s' r moved his resolution 
favoring the apjiointment of three ollicers 
to collect all the civic revenues, and 
toriniiiating the engngeineiil of the as- 
sistant I reasurer ami presc'iit collectors'. 
He explained the advtuitages of bis 
plan, which in brief is that tlie citizens 
shall pay their multifarious taxes to one 
servant of the corporation instead of as 
now to several. He had no objection 
to choosing the three collectors out of 
the four gentlemen whose services — to 
clear the way — it is jiroiiosed to dispense 
with. 

Ai.D. Macmii.i.a.n seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Ai.i). Ca.mi;h(in (lid not think that the 
scheme wotild work out so brilliantly as 
seemed to be expected, and nither favor- 
ed the continuance of the present sys- 
tem, which on the whole has worked 
well. 

Ai.». Williams wotild vote against the 
motion, which lie thought should rather 
have been brought up at one of the meet 
ings to consider the estimates. 

Ald. IIu.Mi>Hiti:v also oiijiosed the mo- 
tion, particularly that part of it declar- 
ing all the jiositions vacant, as he would 
not go in for discharging a man with no 
reason, on the chance of securing bis rc- 
engagenient against other applicants. 

Ald. i.H.ovicH could not see how the

The Mayor pointed out that there 
were several provisions iu the resolution 
which are contrary to the municipal 
law, and that be could not very well 
put it as woRled, except formally on the 
matter of principle only. It was so put 
and loiit, on this division:

ft lover — 3. 

Against — -Aid. WilRon, Williams, Cam- 
eron, Humidirev, Partridge and Tiarks 
— ti. 

Ald, Ca.mkiion's resolution to permit 
routine communications to go direct to 
the committees, was then dealt with. 

The resolution was carried, only Aid, 
Humphrey and Macmillan opposing it. 

Aun. Macmillan's motion lor a select 
committee to inquire into the working 
of the police departmeiit w'as taken up 
next. The mover, while .disclaiming 
any intention of interferring with the 
police conimissioncrs, believed this in- 
vestigation Was quite within the scope 
of tlie council's powers. Charges had 
been made against the conduct of the 
police force, and it was only fair tliat an 
investigation be held as "provided for 
under the municipal act. The investi- 
gation should also find out if the present 
system under commissioners worked as 
well as when the police were under dir- 
ect control of the council. ' 

Ald. Gloveb was willing to admit the 
council h^d the power to appoint the 
committee, but as it was a matter that 
concerned the cotnmissioners particu- 
larly it should first be dealt with by 
them. 

Ald. Hu.MPiutKv was of the opinion of 
the last speaker. 

Ald. MAUt iiANT was not willing to 
allow the investigation to go to the com- 
missioners. He Wanted the council t(j 
take it up. While he admired the 
prompt action of the coniinissionerB in 
ordering the raiding of the gaming 
houses after the council had passed a 
resolution against gambling, yet he 
wanted the investigation made by the 
council. It was comi>lained that the 
houses of prostitution having been or- 
dered to move from View street, were 
allowed to congregate near the Baptist 
church. Charges had been made that 
the police connived at the houses. He 
had heard, too, of an instance in which 
a policeman had been drunk while on 
duty and yet he was not discharged. 

Alb. Tiauks considered that the 
charges should be sifted to the bottom. 

Ai.i). PAitTuiDtn-; favored the commis- 
sioners dealing with the case, and he 
was suie that if anyone made a com- 
plaint to the comiiii.ssioners they would 
deal with the case immediately. 

TuK Mavou— " Certtiinly." 

Ai.u. Pabtiudqe continued that the 
gentleman who in his sermon had made 
the charges would go a long way to find 
a seaport town better conducted than 
Victoria. 

Ai.D. Wii.sdn Wanted tin: conimission- 
ers to deal with the investigation. The 
gentleman who had preached a sermon 
had referred to ti certain ti^a store as be- 
ing a ganililiiig placi.!. When it was 
pointed out to hiin that it was not he 
promi.sed to retract his statement in 
both the fiapers and in his last night's 
sermon, but had only put a small local 
item in one of the papers. 

Ald. 'Willia.ms did not wish to be 
misunderstood when, while sympathiz- 
ing W'ith the mover of the resolution, be 
believed that the eoinmissioiiers and not 
the council should deal with the investi- 
gation. He would remark, too, that no 
doubt such a Sensational sermon was 
only calcuiated to attract a congregation 
to the iireacher's church. 

Mayob Beavbn was certainly in favor 
of a thorough investigation. He ex- 
plained that some time ago Rev. Mr. 
Trotter had made to him statements 
similar to what had appeared in that 
gentleman's sermon. He (the Mayor) 
had promised if Mr. Trotter would make 
the charges over his own signature they 
would be investigated at once by the 
commissioners. Mr. Trotter nroniised 
to send in the charges but had not yet 
done so. The Mayor went on to show 
by the iiuinicipal 'act that the police 
were exclusively in the control of the 
coiniiiissioners. He was perfectly will- 
ing to act with the council in any way, 
and did not take the resolution 
as reflecting on him, as he had 
only been a few weeks commis- 
sioner so far. If an investigation 
was made it should be thorough, and it 
would be a pity to see it fail for want of 
a committee having proper power. 

Ald. Hu.mi'Huey wanted to know if 
there was no w.ay of making an amend- 
ment so as to send the investigation to 
the commisBioiiois. -Vs this could not 
be done, but would have to be given 
notice of as a new motion, the vote was 
taken direct on Aid. Macmillan'a motion, 
which was lost on the following division: 
For — Aid. Macmillan, Humphrey, 
Tiarks and Marcbant— 4. Against — ^Ald. 
Williams, \Vilson, Partridge, Cameron 
and Glover— 5. 

The council adjourned till this evening 
at 8 o'clock.
